Is it any wonder we doe not have as 
much ammunition as we should have for the money that has been 
expended? It is the public funds that are being spent here, and the 
people have a right to have these questions answered. 

We are manufacturing a 31-second combination fuse ‘in the gov- 
ernment arsenal for $2.92 for which we have been paying the ring $7. 

These illustrations are not exceptional, as I will endeavor to 
show by the fact that on a contract given to Frankford arsenal for 
ammunition valued at $1,900,064 we are saving $979,840; or, in other 
words, we are saving approximately $1,000,000 on a $2,000,000 order 
as compared with what it would have cost had that contract been 
awarded the ammunition ring.

of Tolpuddle, Dorsetshire, England. 

These six laborers, finding that the 
time had conte when they could no 
longer: keep body.and soul together 
on the miserable pittance which their 
former masters paid them, asked for 
a raise of oné shilling a week. Such 
a startling impudent demand was 
flatly refused. The men: held an in- 
formal meeting to consider their po- 
sition. 

This was held to be conspiracy. 
The men were arrested on that 
charge and ‘promptly sent into trans- 
portation for séven years, to be 
served on board the “convitt-ship 
“Success,” which is now located at 
the foot of Webster st?eet, Oakland. 
These six men were George Lovelace, 
James Lovélace (both Wesleyan min- 
isters), James Hammett, Thomas 
Stanfield, also a local preacher; 
John Stanfield and James Brine. All 
were described as “honest, indus- 
trious, God-fearing working men, 
whose only desire was to obtain bet- 
ter conditions of living for them- 
selves and their netghbors.” 

For many years previous to their 
arrest the price of food was very 
high and wages were low. The wages 
formerly had been nine shillings per 
week, which was first reduced to 
eight, and afterward to seven shil- 
lings per week. Even these low 
wages were not always paid in coin,
